Nations Meet I n Europe 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — The 35- 
nation Conference on European 
Security and Cooperation, the largest 
postwar effort to ease tensions on the 
continent, opened today in Finlandia 
Hall with optimistic expressions from 
all sides. 
“Our cooperation is not directed 
against any state or continent and 
should constitute an important con­ 
tribution to world peace and security,” 
said Ahti Karjalainen, the Finnish for­ 
eign minister, as the foreign ministers 
and 
other representatives of the 
United States, Canada and all the 
European nations except Albania took 
their seats. 
K arjalainen, speaking for the 
neutral host country, related the 
conference to other efforts toward 
East-West detente and said the over­ 
all objective is “stability and enduring 
peace.” 
Five of the 
leading 
W estern 
ministers—U.S. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, Sir Alec Douglas- 
Home of Britain, Walter Scheel of West 
Germany, Italy’s Giuseppe Medici and 
C anada’s Mitchell Sharp—arrived 
together shortly before the conference 
opened. They came from a party in 
london Monday celebrating Sir Alec’s 
70th birthday. 
Rogers said the meettng was “one of 
the most im portant international 
conferences since World War II.” He 
said he believed it would turn out “to 
be of real significance.” 
In Moscow, the Soviet Defense 
Ministry newspaper, Red Star, said 
the Soviet Union “regards the con­ 
ference not as a propaganda forum or 
as a ceremonial gathering for the 
empty exchange of words, but as a 
practical acUon for relaxaUon of 
tensions in Europe and an opening 
toward many-sided cooperation.” 
For the United States and its allies, 
one of the major issues was how far the 
Soviet bloc would go in easing its 
restrictions on contacts between its 
people and those in the West. 
The issue caused the biggest con­ 
troversy during the six months of 
preliminary negoUaUon to set up the 
conference, and the Western ministers 
were expected to make much of it in 
their opening statements this week. 
The Soviet Union has long pushed for 
an agreement between its Warsaw 
Pact organization and 
the 
North 
AUanUc Treaty Organization that 
would in effect recognize the postwar 
division of Europe into Communist and 
non-Communist groupings. 
The United States and its allies for 
some years opposed such a conference 
but had to join in after the Russians 
agreed to their demand for negotia­ 
tions on reduction of both Communist 
and NATO forces in Central Europe. 
These talks are now under way in 
Vienna. 
The foreign ministers will meet here 
for a week, trying to agree on declara­ 
tions for the guidance of committees 
that will go to work in Geneva in Sep­ 
tember. The committees will seek to 
work out a detailed agreement for en­ 


dorsement by another high-level con­ 
ference. The Soviet Union hopes this 
will be a summit meeting, but the 
Western nations have not committed 
themselves to this. 
The ministers from the United 
States. Canada and all European coun­ 
tries except Albania have before them 
an agenda of topics agreed on under 
three main headings during the pre­ 
liminary negotiations that ended June 
8. 


The first topic covers the general 
“ confidence building” aspects of 
European security and cooperation, as 
well as IO guiding principles borrowed 
mainly from the United Nations 
charter. It includes a proposal for 
advance notification of m ilitary 
movements and exchange of observers 
in military maneuvers. 


The second topic concentrates on 
economic, scientific, technological and 


environmental cooperation between 
the different economic and political 
systems in Europe 
The third topic covers the area of 
cultural, educational and human 
contacts. It includes Western demands 
dealing with reunification of families, 
marriages between nationals of dif­ 
ferent countries, a greater flow of 
information between East and West 
and improved working conditions for 
foreign journalists. 
Nixon Mum On Watergate 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon will speak on Watergate “in an 
appropriate forum” after the Senate 
Watergate committee concludes the 
current phase of its threepronged 
investigation, the White House says. 
The announcement by presidential 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
came Monday from Nixon’s San 
Clemente complex. 
In Washington, meanwhile, the 
committee’s chief counsel announced 
that the panel would conduct hearings 
every weekday from next Tuesday 
through Aug. 3. 
The committee, chaired by Sen. Sam 
J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., has estimated it 
will complete by August its work on the 
phase involving the break-in into 
Dem ocratic National Committee 
headquarters at the Watergate office- 
apartment complex and the sub­ 
sequent coverup. 
Counsel Samuel Dash also listed 
Monday the names of 20 witnesses the 
committee plans to call after resuming 
its hearings next week. Congress is in 
recess this week for the Fourth of July 
holiday. 
In San Clemente, Ziegler ruled out a 
Nixon news conference before the 
conclusion of the committee’s first 
phase. Nixon has not held a news con­ 
ference since March 15 and last spoke 
publicly on the Watergate scandal May 
22. 
Food Price 
Control Plan 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The ad­ 
ministration’s Food Advisory Com­ 
mittee planned a closed session today 
to work on proposed new food price 
controls after being told that the 
current freeze will cause higher 
prices. 
Food industry spokesmen Monday 
predicted food shortages because of 
the 60-day freeze. They also forecast 
disruptions in the economy. 
The committee also heard from Kay 
Ryan, 
a 
government 
consumer 
specialist, who said she would prefer 
some food shortages to a continuing 
upward spiral in food costs. 
Ms. Ryan, who is consumer counsel 
to the Cost of Living Council, also told 
the committee that consumers lack 
confidence in the administration’s 
ability and commitment to control 
inflation. 
The Food Advisory Committee is 
working on proposals to regulate the 
food industry that would be included in 
the administration’s new Phase 4 price 
control program. The controls are to 
replace the present freeze. 
Ms. Ryan, a designation she prefers, 
said: “Food prices must be brought 
under control if Phase 4 is to have 
credibility.”

Former White House counsel John 
W. Dean III testified for five days last 
week, telling the senators and a 
national television audience that he 
believes Nixon knew of the cover-up as 
early as last September, three months 
after the break-in. 
The list of witnesses released by 
Dash includes most of the former 
White House or Nixoncampaign aides 


named in testimony since May. John 
N. Mitchell, former attorney general 
and former head of Nixon’s reelection 
committee, is scheduled to be the first 
witness a week from today. 


Committee sources said Monday 
that Mitchell, like Dean before him, 
will refrain from talking to the com­ 
mittee staff this week, to prevent leaks 
about his testimony to reporters. He 
will submit to private questioning 
Monday evening, his lawyers said. 


Mitchell is expected to corroborate 
parts of Dean's testimony, one of his 
lawyers said, but will not incriminate 
Nixon as did the former counsel. 
In other developments related to the 
Watergate affair: 
—Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
told reporters he has not been asked 
for his recommendations on how Nixon 
might respond to testimony heard by 
the committee nor has he offered them 
to Nixon. But he said he has explored 
several possible avenues, including a 
news conference or other questioning 
that avoids constitutional questions 
posed by grand jury or committee 
sessions. 
Postal Employes 
Given Bargains 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Postal 
employes are carting away at bargain 
prices furniture and office equipment 
declared surplus by the U.S. Postal 
Service and put up for sale to its em­ 
ployes. 
Among the bargains are used 
electric typewriters worth up to $400 
new selling for $45. 
Postal officials said the sale was 
arranged because the service is 
moving from its huge, ornate office 
building on Pennsylvania Avenue to a 
new $30-million headquarters pur­ 
chased in the L’Enfant Plaza complex 
across from the Mall. 
“By .selling to the employes we may 
not only possibly give employes a 
bargain but we are saving the expense 
of having the equipment moved,” a 
postal spokesman said. “The articles 
are not of sufficient quantity or con­ 
dition to warrant formal competitive 
disposition by GS A (General Services 
Administration),” he said.

Ohio Assembly Takes Up Sundry Claims Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - At­ 
torneys who represented Ohio’s 
National Guardsmen following the 1970 
Kent State shootings will receive their 
fees if a bill passed Monday by the 
Ohio House wins final approval. 
By a vote of 81-10, the House okayed 
the state sundry claims bill and sent it 
to the Senate. An amendment to pay 
the attorney fees, offered by Rep. 
William G. Batchelder, R-93 Medina, 
received a floor vote of 72-13. It had 
been taken out by the House Finance 
Committee. 
The sundry claims bill, providing 
$621,021 for claims against the state, 
may be the last of its kind to appear in 
the legislature. The legislature is 
expected to approve another measure 
to abolish the state Sundry Claims 
Board—which 
m akes 
recom ­ 
mendations to the legislature—and 
open the state to lawsuits. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl 
Shoem aker, 
D-88 
Boumeville, 
criticized the present system of having 


a quasi-judicial board consisting of 
members who are not required to be 
judges or even lawyers. 
In another amendment to the bill, 
more controversial this year than 
usual, the House took out the proposed 
payment of $48,000 in back salaries of 
three former state senators who lost 
their seats after the legislature was 
reapportioned in 1966. Each sought 
$8,000 a year for 1967 and 1968. They 
had been elected to four-year terms in 
1964. 
Former Sen. Ross Pepple of lim a, 
who looked on from the gallery as the 
House refused his claim, was the first 
to seek pay for the two years he did not 
serve. He subsequently was joined 
before the Sundry Claims Board by 
former Sens. Danny D. Johnson of New 
Philadelphia and John J. Corrigan of 
Euclid. 
All were defeated in their newly- 
apportioned districts when they were 
forced to run in 1966 after serving only 
two years of their terms. 


Pepple is a Republican. Corrigan 
and Johnson are Democrats. 
Rep. George D. Tablack, D-52 
Campbell, predicted the form er 
senators’ salaries will be put back into 
the bill by the Senate. 
Those attorneys due to receive state 
payments for successfully defending 
the National Guard troops at Kent 
State, as the bill went to the Senate, 
are Delm ar Christensen, Akron, 
$10,886; John W. Simon, Kirtland, 
$1,200; Ernest Teodosio, Akron, $1,500; 
C. D. Lambros, Cleveland, $11,814, and 
William Ziegler, Cleveland, $24,197. 
Most of the bills were based on 
charges of $25 or $30 an hour. 
The legislature wraps up its sessions 
for the holiday week today. 
In other business Monday, House 
and Senate leaders said they would try 
to work out an agreement between the 
two chambers following the “one- 
upmanship” that resulted in passage 
by each of its own state lottery bill. 
The House voted 60-13 Monday to 


create a five-member commission to 
start and operate a lottery. The Senate 
had voted last Thursday for a different 
bill to do the same thing. Ohioans voted 
in the May primary to lift a con­ 
stitutional ban against lotteries. 
Four other bills were passed by the 
House and sent to the Senate, including 
one that would put the state officially 
into the fight against noise pollution. 
That measure, by Rep. Tablack and 
others, would grant tax exemptions on 
equipment installed by industries, if 
the Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency determines that noise pollution 
abatement is its main purpose. 
Tablack told the House that while 
Ohio currently has no noise pollution 
standards, industries are asking the 
legislation in anticipation of them in 
the near future. 
The state already grants tax 
exemptions to industries on equipment 
used to control air and water pollution. 
Representatives gave 73-18 approval 
to another major bill that provides for 


statewide licensing of master plumb­ 
ers, eliminating a need for them to 
obtain a license in each of the some 130 
communities in which they wish to ply 
their trade. 
The Senate held a 40-minute floor 
session, passed four bills, and defeated 
a fifth, then agreed to a motion to 
reconsider it later. Rejected by a vote 
of 14-10 with 17 needed was a House bill 
to permit the sale of alcohol on 
fairgrounds when fairs are not being 
held. 
Senators approved 21-4 a bill 
allowing prisoners serving time for 
misdemeanors or awaiting trial to cast 
absentee ballots on election day. 
Passed and sent to the House were 
Senate bills authorizing sale of a 
parcel of Massillon State Hospital land 
for vocational education, clarifying the 
rights of merging charitable or­ 
ganizations, and including dentists 
among professional medical people 
eligible for reim bursem ent under 
insurance contracts.

Railroad Recovering 


CLEVELAND,

Trustees of the Erie I Lackawanna 
Railway Co. report that the financially

restoration of REAP.

WHERE’S 
COOLSVILLE? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — New 
criminal procedures dealing with bail 
bond, grand juries and pleas took 
effect Monday in Ohio. 
Columbus attorney Michael Colley 
said 
the 
new 
rules 
represent 
“ significant changes in the legal 
system.” Colley has conducted 
seminars in recent months on the 
rules, adopted by the Ohio Supreme 
Court. 
“In the main, the rules protect the 
rights 
of 
defendants 
while 
streamlining the prosecution of 
cases,” he said. 
Colley, 
a 
former 
assistant 
prosecutor in Franklin County, called 
the changes in the bail system 
“dramatic” and more liberal. 
Under the new rules, persons 
charged with crimes, including 
felonies, must be released on their own 
recognizance unless the judge is 
certain the defendant will not appear 
the next time in court. 
Judges in the past considered the 
record of the defendant, the nature of 
the crime and the possibility the 
person would reappear in court before 
setting the bond. 
The rules reduce the number of 
persons on a grand jury from 15 to 9. 
The jury, which considers charges 
against persons, can return in­ 
dictments by an affirmative vote of 
seven out of nine. 
Pleas of no contest may be entered in 
felony 
charges, 
as 
well 
as 
misdemeanors according to the new 
rules. Pleas of innocent by reason of 
insanity are now allowed in mis­ 
demeanors as well as felonies. 
Defendants now need not appear in 
common pleas court for arraignment 
to enter a plea of innocent. 
The new rules also: 
—Eliminate the necessity for im­ 
mediate arrest and detention of per­ 
sons accused of crimes. 
—Order both the prosecution and 
defense to exchange information 
before the trial. That includes police 
statements, testimony of expert 
witnesses and the list of witnesses both 
sides plan to call. 
—Eliminate the automatic right to a 
jury trial involving a petty offense. A 
jury trial must now be requested.

Communist Frustration 


Communists just never seem 
to learn about farmers. Chinese

One often expressed com­ 
ment is that after women have 
finally achieved a high degree 
of freedom in clothing design, 
they are not about to go back to 
wrapping themselves up like 
mummies.

Ripping 
Of Colson 


Former Presidential counsellor 
Charles Colson has not yet been shown 
to have been involved in any illegal 
Watergate-connected activities, and 
yet for the past several months he and 
others like him have been subjected to 
an unending stream of innuendo and 
unsupported allegation in the press. 
Colson has been convicted of nothing, 
has not even been convincingly ac­ 
cused. 


We 
don’t 
know 
what 
other 
allegations and revelations may ensue, 
but as of June 21, every accusation 
against him would have been laughed 
out of a court of law. Yet some of the 
mud is bound to stick, and, to put it 
mildly, can hardly do him any good as 
he endeavors to launch a new private 
legal practice. 
Take one headline, for example, in a 
large Eastern paper on June 21: “Hunt 
Allegedly links Colson to Break-In 
Plot at Bremer Lodging.” 
That is a beaut. It seems that con­ 
victed Watergater E. Howard Hunt 
told a theoretically “secret” session of 
the Ervin committee that Colson, after 
the Wallace shooting, phoned him and 
asked him to break into Bremer’s 
Milwaukee apartment. The goal, 
“ according to accounts” of the 
testimony, was to see if Bremer had 
any left-wing connections. 
But consider the facts backing up 
that headline. 


The headline was not even based 
upon a direct view of Hunt’s testimony, 
but upon the unsupported summary of 
a “source.” 
No evidence was adduced besides 
Hunt’s own leaked and unsupported 
testimony that any such phone call or 
request was made. 
The next day, Hunt’s own lawyer, 
one William 0. Bittman, 
took a

decidedly arm’s-length view of that 
testimony. He said that Hunt had not 
yet had an opportunity to “correct the 
transcript,” that when Hunt 
had 
testified he had been “exhausted,” 
that Hunt had had no sleep for a day 
and a half and that same morning had 
had a fight with a cellmate in the 
District of Columbia Jail. 
“In fairness to Hunt and Colson,” 
said Hunt’s lawyer, “the text is subject 
to correction because of the unusual 
circumstances of the testimony.” 
Colson himself denies giving any 
such order to Hunt. He says that he can 
establish the fact that he spoke to Hunt 
only after IO p.m. that day, by which 
time the FBI had provided a “detailed 
accounting” of the materials in 
Bremer’s apartment. The FBI con­ 
firms Colson’s claim that he was in 
regular contact that day with Assistant 
FBI Director Mark Felt. 
Though the truth here has not been 
established with absolute finality, it is 
manifest that the initial leak from the 
Erwin committee “source" was totally 
irresponsible, and probably malicious. 
The headline was a smear, the ump­ 
teenth endured by Colson. 
The conclusion cannot be put more 
forcefully than it was recently by 
James Burnham of National Review: 
“The editors, publishers, 
and 
relevant writers of any British 
newspapers or magazines that had 
dealt with the Watergate affair and the 
persons involved therein as the New 
York Times, Washington Post, Time, 
Newsweek and much of the rest of the 
U. S. media have done would already 
have been heavily fined and sent to 
jail.. .For their presumptions of guilt 
and their other prejudicial comments 
on persons in mid-course of judicial 
process, they would have been sen­ 


tenced out of hand for contempt. And 
under English law their guilt of 
multiple libels would be so obvious that 
a trial with a verdict of guilty would 
have been little more than a for­ 
mality.”

Base Boosted 
In New Bill 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
Workers who earn at least $12,600 will 
have to pay $35.10 more annually to 
fund an increase in Social Security 
benefits next year. 
A bill giving 30 million Social 
Security recipients the 5.6 per cent 
increase in benefits was signed Sunday 
by President Nixon, it was passed oy 
Congress Saturday and flown here for 
Nixon’s signature. 
The Social Security raises, included 
in legislation extending the national 
debt ceiling of $465 billion to Nov. 30, 
take effect next July I. 
Under the bill, average benefits will 
increase from $161 to $170 a month for 
single persons and from $277 to $293 for 
couples. 
Guaranteed federal minimums 
under special programs for the aged, 
blind and disabled also will be upped 
July 1,1974, from $130 to $140 a month 
for single persons and from $195 to $210 
for couples. 
At the present time, the 5.85 per cent 
Social Security payroll tax is applied to 
a maximum wage base of $10,800. 
Under previous legislation, the base 
was to have increased to $12, OOO on 
Jan. I, 1974. Under the bill signed by 
Nixon on Sunday, the maximum wage 
base will now jump to $12,600 on Jan. I.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States must better coordinate its 
Social Security, welfare and similar 
programs to end injustices both to 
recipients and to wage earners who 
pay the supporting taxes, the chair­ 
man of a congressional study com­ 
mittee said Monday. 
Rep. Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., 
made the comment in connection with 
the publication of six studies of welfare 
programs by academic and other 
specialists in the field. The studies 
were commissioned by the Joint 
Economic subcommittee on fiscal 
policy, of which she is chairman. 
Mrs. Griffiths said 
the studies 
demonstrate that, because of overlaps 
and conflicting regulations, “many 
low-and moderate-income workers 
gain little or no financial advantage 
from their own or their employers’ 
contributions to social insurance 
programs such as Social Security and 
unemployment insurance.” 
To illustrate the effect of overlap­ 
ping programs, Mrs. Griffiths cited a 
hypothetical case of two Michigan 
men, one of whom has contributed to 
Social Security during his working 
years, while the other has not. Both, 
she said, are assured by the welfare 
system of monthly income of $282 for 
themselves and their wives. 
The welfare system pays the full 
amount for one couple, she said, while 
“the other man receives a Social 
Security check for himself and his wife 
of $250 monthly—about the average 
benefit for such couples nationwide— 
but he has found they can’t live on this. 
So welfare gives him a small grant of 
$32,” she said. 
“The Social Security contributor has 
nothing extra to show for long years of 
paying ever higher payroll taxes.”

choice for director, L. Patrick Gray 
III, admitted destroying documents 
linked with the Watergate political 
espionage case. 
He took over an FBI whose morale 
was shaken, its reputation tarnished. 
The testimony and documents 
presented to a special Senate in­ 
vestigating committee seemed to 
indicate that the FBI may have been 
used to harass political “enemies” of 
the Nixon administration. 
Amid this turmoil, the FBI itself was 
investigating the White House’s in­ 
volvement in the Watergate affair for 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Betsy 
Ross, the Cincinnati Zoo s lone 
American Bald Eagle, has decided 
after ll years she doesn’t want to be a 
spinster. 


One of only 48 of her species in 
captivity in the U.S., she is putting the 
finishing touches on her nest awaiting 
a consort candidate from Chicago’s 
Brookfield Zoo. 
Zoo officials at Chicago plan to bring 
the eagle here this week 
after 
receiving permission from the U.S. 
Department of the Interior. The gov­ 
ernment agency has held ownership to 
all American Bald Eagles since the 
species was declared endangered. 
Breeding an American Bald Eagle is 
a nest of problems, said Cincinnati Zoo 


Director Ed Maruska. But he thinks he 
has a method that will preserve the 
species. 
The Cincinnati Zoo spent $200,000 rn 
1970 to build a free flying cage on a 
steep hillside rising 70 feet to the top 
and 144 long to house its birds of prey. 
Inside are vultures, who already 
have begun breeding, eagles and 
hawks. 
While the birds are able to stretch 
their broad wings, they also are being 
fed a steady diet of “Mr. Ed’s Magic 
Powder,” according to keepers. The 
powder, developed by Maruska. is a 
combination of minerals, 
trace 
elements and vitamins the animals get 
naturally in the wild state. 
The diet has proved effective with 
other animals, particularly the

gorillas. Cincinnati holds the 
record in gorilla births with 
three years. 
But with eagles, you first have to 
find out the birds sexes before pairing 
them up. Maruska uses a blood 
chromosome test. 
While males generally are larger, 
you can’t always be sure which is 
which, he said. 
“There’s no other way you can check 
the sex unless you are another eagle,” 
said Maruska, his hands scarred by 
the bites of outraged birds. 
“There is no doubt our eagle is 
lovesick,” he said. “She’s perching in 
a man-made nest and she’s defending 
and adding to it.” 
Maruska is borrowing the Chicago 
bird from Dr. W. Peter Oowcroft. 
They’ll split the offspring, if the 
government does not decide to send 
them elsewhere. 
“This is really going to be an event,” 
Maruska said. 
Anytime you have birds of prey 


courting, it s an event. 
“If they hit it off, though, it will be 
another problem. They won’t let the 
keeper into the cage.”

SAIGON (AP) — “I was beaten on 
the chest until I vomited blood,” says 
Nguyen Thi Phuong Thao.

Although she was released less than 
two weeks ago, Thao bears no visible 
marks or scars from her confinement. 
She said there are none because the 
guards placed the sandbags on her 
body before hitting her, and that their 
pinches caused superficial wounds 
that have long since healed.

Were OK 
In Lorain 


LORAIN, Ohio (AP) - Early set­ 
tlers in Ixirain could peddle bicycles 
faster than a horse could run—mainly 
because the speed limit was higher for 
bicycles. 
Horses were held to six miles an 
hour, but bicyclists could peddle 
furiously along at 8 m.p.h., provided 
they sounded a bell at intersections to 
warn pedestrians. 


Violating either speed limit was 
punishable by fines ai $1 to $20 and up 
to 20 days in jail.

2. Married individuals entitled to file 
jointly with a combined income of less 
than $2,800 < $3,550 if one is 65 or older 
or $4,300 if both are 65 or older) for 
each of the two years;

(Q) Will IRS publications tell you 
about court decisions that take a 
position on tax matters more favorable 
to the taxpayer than the IRS position? 
(A) Explanations and examples in 
Internal Revenue Service reflect the 
official IRS interpretation of tax laws 
enacted by Congress, regulations 
issued by the Treasury Department, 
and pertinent court decisions. There

publications on which some courts 
have taken a position more favorable 
to the taxpayer than the official IRS 
position. Until these varying in­ 
terpretations are resolved by higher 
court decision or otherwise, the IRS 
must necessarily continue to state the 
Service viewpoint. 
(Q) My maid is quitting next month. 
Is it true that I ’ll have to give her a W-2 
Form? 
(A) Yes. Under new IRS rules, you 
must report total wages paid (whether 
or not income tax was withheld; and 
social security tax withheld from 
maids, gardeners and other household 
employees. Normally, Jan. 31 is the 
deadline for giving the employee her 
W-2 form and for filing a copy with the 
IRS along with your Form 942 fourth 
quarter report of social security tax 
withheld. But if the employee leaves 
before Jan. 31, as in your case, you 
must give her the W-2 form within 30 
days after her last payday.

Cosgrave 
Backs Plan 
For Ireland 


LONDON

Irish 
Republic’s prime minister has en­ 
dorsed Britain’s political plans for 
Northern Ireland and says British 
troops must remain in the province to 
prevent civil war. 
Prim e Minister Liam Cosgrave 
urged Roman Catholics in Ulster to 
help make the province’s 
new 
legislative assembly work and ap­ 
pealed to the province’s politicians to 
promote reconciliation between the 
Protestant and Catholic communities. 
“ Northern Ireland’s greatest need 
now is political structures and in­ 
stitutions which will promote recon­ 
ciliation,” Cosgrave told a meeting of 
right-wing members of the British 
Conservative party Monday night. 
It was Dublin’s strongest en­ 
dorsement of British efforts to bring 
peace to Northern Ireland. British 
officials hoped it would encourage 
Catholics to abandon the 
Irish 
Republican Army’s guerrillas. 
Cosgrave said any withdrawal of 
British troops from Northern Ireland 
would lead to civil war between 
Protestants and Catholics. 
He 
also 
reassured 
militant 
Protestants in Ulster fearful of Irish 
reunification, saying: 
“ To press for a united Ireland as a 
present resolution of the problem 
would dangerously exacerbate ten­ 
sions and fears. We have no wish to see 
the tragedy and division of Northern 
Ireland re-enacted on a magnified 
scale in the island as a whole.”

Spaulding said, “It looks like we’ll hit 
it right on the nose.” 


Net collections from those returns 
come to $369,947,813.56 — a sum that 
includes final returns, payments of 
estimated tax ahead of time and 
withholdings since last Jan. I. The 
total covers fiscal 1973 ending June 30. 
The total number of returns include 
2,270,506 taxpayers who are getting 
refunds, due within 90 days after the 
returns are filed. 


Another 1,219,939 owed more tax 
than their returns showed, and another 
60,247 asked that their refunds be 
applied to next year’s tax. 
Four careless errors have caused 
most of the trouble — failure to sign 
the return, failure to attach W-2 forms 
showing income, failure to include 


Social Security number and errors in 
computation. 
“Errorc are running between 5 and 8 
per cent,” said Spaulding 
“We don’t have field auditors yet, 
but we put the returns into the com­ 
puter and if there are mathematical 
errors the computer will show it. 
“Then, about next September when 
the federal tapes get here we’ll match 
the two tapes. If, for instance, a tax­ 
payer shows a different income on his 
federal return than on his state return 
we’ll catch it.” 
The state income tax division has 
about 250 permanent employes, and 
during the peak of the filing season, 
from February to July, used 250 
temporary employes. Most of the 
latter already have been laid off. 
The law setting up the income tax 


authorized the department to have up 
to 300 income tax workers. Field 
auditors probably will number bet­ 
ween 30 and the 50 employes remain­ 
ing of authorized strength, Spaulding 
said.

Snake Handlers Ignore Court Order 


NEWPORT, Tenn. (AP) — Ignoring 
a court order, several hundred persons 
converged on a small church in the 
East Tennessee mountains Sunday to 
demonstrate their faith in Jesus with 
fire and serpents. 
When the ritual ended, one man had 
been bitten by a diamond rattler and 
another had set his arm afire but in­ 
sisted he was not in pain. 
“We had a contentious spirit here 
today,” said the Rev. Liston Pack of 
the Holiness Church of God in Jesus 
Name. “ Where there’s confusion 
there’s contention. Anytime you have a 
group like that, you have a contentious 
spirit.” 
Pack’s brother and a North Carolina 
preacher were killed last April in a 
similar ritual at the tiny wooden frame 


church in Newport, about 40 miles east 
of Knoxville. Each, however, died of 
strychnine poisoning, which was not in 
evidence Sunday. 
The episode led to a circuit court 
order banning the congregation’s 
handling of snakes to test its faith. But 
local authorities as well as several 
hundred worshipers — which came 
from at least eight states — ignored 
the court order Sunday. 
At times, the faithful would have as 
many as six coiling serpents being 
passed among them while chanting, 
“In Jesus Name.” 
The snakes were taken from five 
boxes — four of which contained 
rattlers and the fifth an Indian Cobra. 
“That cobra is just like a red worm if 
you get annointed with the spirit,” 


Pack shouted as the lethal snake was 
handled without incident. 
“That was IOO per cent victory right 
there,” he declared. 
A Columbus, Ohio, minister, the 
Rev. Richard Williams, tested his faith 
by placing his foot into a box of curling, 
hissing serpents. He was not bitten as 
he spoke, “I do that in the name of 
Jesus.” 
But Mud Bass, 35, of Chattanooga, 
who had tested his faith Saturday with 
a snake at a prayer meeting, was not 
as fortunate. 
As he handled a rattler, the serpent 
darted at his forearm leaving a bloody 
track from deep fang wounds. 
“In Jesus’ name. Oh my God help 
him,” came the prayerful chanting 
from Pack's house moments after 


Bass was taken there in obvious pain 
but refusing medical attention. 
About eight hours later, he was 
reported resting comfortably in his 
North Chattanooga home. 
“He says he feels pretty good,” said 
Glenn Dukes, a neighbor looking in on 
Bass, "He hasn’t seen a doctor or been 
to the hospital and says he doesn’t plan 
to.” 
There was singing, shouting and 
hand clapping as the preachers and at 
least MO faith-testers worked them­ 
selves into a trance-like state before 
handling the snakes. 
Ben l^aws of Middlesboro, Ky., 
tested himself with flame. Lighting a 
match to a cloth soaked in flammable 
liquid, I^aws held his hand in the 
flames for more than a minute as his

Colonies 
Developing 
In Greece 


ATHENS (AP) - Where 
the raw, untouched beauties 
of Greek nature — rocky 
mountains, pine trees, and 
the blue sea below — are still 
to be found in many parts of 
the country, small, graphic, 
coastal towns are slowly 
growing up and being oc­ 
cupied by artists, intellec­ 
tuals and recluses. 
Following the widespread 
trend toward the sale of the 
numerous, small uninhabited 
Greek islands to both Greek 
and foreign m illionaires, 
increased activity in the sale 
of Greek untamed nature has 
surfaced again. And the areas 
sold 
are 
scheduled 
to 
gradually develop into what 
can only be described as 
“ well-to-do artists’ colonies.” 
One such 
enterprising 
concern catering to the in­ 
terests of the nature lover is 
the Artists International 
Residence Co. It began with 
the sale of a coastal expanse 
of 250 acres at Marmarion, 
Euboea, Eastern Greece, in 
1970, at the very low price of 
$550 per quarter of an acre. 
By February 1973 the wild, 
untouched, but exotically 
beautiful expanse was in­ 
cluded in a town plan by the 
Ministry of Public Works, 
with each acre now valued at 
$6,666 — and still rising. 
The second expanse only 
recently put on sale is 250 
acres of 422 acres owned by 
the company near the world- 
renowned Theater of Epi- 
daurus, the cradle of Ancient 
Greek tragedy. The area is 
pine-clas — one of the green­ 
est in the Greek Peloponese 
— mountainous, and includes 
an untouched part of the 
Saronic coast. 
“ Most people who take a 
look and expect to find a

The final stage is the 
construction of houses by the 
company, which will again be 
handed over to landowners 
at cheap, installment rates. 
The interesting condition, 
however, is that the houses 
will be built — externally at 
least, in the graphic, colorful 
style of nearby village resi­ 
dences, so as not to destroy 
the landscape with “ architec­ 
tural monstrosities.”

Despite the company’s 
title, the sale of the land on an 
international scale is still 
only a plan. Buyers so far are 
largely Greek actors — such 
as internationally reputed 
Irene Pappas — poets, 
critics, journalists, lawyers, 
retired officers, and even 
former politicians. The low 
prices have also attracted 
many ordinary buyers. 
Reasons stated for pur­ 
chase range from roman­ 
ticism, to nature-love, to 
escapism,

money on some real estate 
before it is swallowed up by 
galloping inflation.

Her father was a stock­ 
broker. 
In 1937, she was married to actor 
Jackie Coogan. She divorced him two 
years later. 
She married band leader Harry 
James in 1943 after appearing with 
him in the movie "Springtime in the 
Rockies.” They had two daughters, 
Vicki and Jessica. James and Miss 
Grable were divorced in 1965. 
Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed.
